LEASED TO A SYNDICATE. 


Capitalists Get Possession ofa Slice of the 
Yellowstone Park. 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—The Secretary of the 


Interior to-day formally leased to Carroll 
T. Hobart, of Fargo, D. T.; Henry F. 
Douglass, Fort Yates, D. T., and Rufus 


Hatch, New York, a number of small tracts 
of ‘land in the Yellowstone National Park, 
for a period of ten years. The lease comprises 
ten tracts of land aggregating ten acres, aud it is 

rovided that the several parcels of lana shall not 


% Within one-quarter of a mile of any of 
tbe geysers or the Yellowstone falls. 
The term of lease is ten years 


irom March 9, 1883. The parties of the second 
art agree to construct one principal hotel.at 
{ammoth Hot Springs, to cost $150,000 and con- 
tain no less than 250 rooms. They further > 
to construct six smaller hotels upon | eo 
to be hereafter approved by the Secretary of the 
Interior at the following points: One near the gev- 
sers, one at Riverside Station, one at Soda Bath 
Springs, one at Tower Falls, one at Great Falls 


and one on the banks of the Yellowstone 
Lake. It is provided that at 
the expiration of the ten years the 


value of the buildings and other permanent im- 
provements belonging to the lessees shall be de- 
ternuned by arbitration and they shall become 
the absolute property of the  Gov- 
ernment upon a ratification of the appraise- 
ment, and an appropriation of the amount 
agreed upon, with a proviso that nothing contain- 
ed in the lease shall construed to bind tbe 
Government to pay any coyapensation. The an- 
nual rental agreed upon is $2 per acre. The 
lessees agree to ODSerVe all rules and regulations 
established by the. Secretary of the Interior 
for the governme ‘it of the park, and so submit to 
the Secretary fo¢ his approval a _ schedule of 
charges for avcommodating the public.

When asked to say when the 
first trouble occurred between them, she said it 
occurred on account of her brother-in-law.

at her tor laughing at the table. ‘he effect of these 
acts was not good. “He never had any affection 
for me,” she said. “and often when I put my arms 
around him he would say ‘Go away!’ At first he 
seldom swore at her, and afterwards frequently. 
He used to swear at her for being familiar with 
the elerks in the store. Once they went to the 
theater and he swore at her for 
looking at others, and aiso swore at her 
because men looked at her. Another time she 
went to Coney Island with her husband and 
brother. They went in bathing. and she remained 
on the beach. ° A gentleman followed her all the 
way home. The next day a letter came and her 
husband opened it and read it, and would not let 
her have it. They had aquarrel aboutit. After- 
wards she found the letter in her brother-in-law’s 
ocket, and she ordered nher_ brother-in- 
law out of the house. Mrs. Schnell 
then detailed the troubles she had with her hus- 
band about a certain druggist, with whom he ac- 
cused her of being intimate, and which culmi- 
nated in his’assaulting her. Then she to d him 
she had nothing but scorn and contempt for him, 
and wanted to leave him. He said then 
GIVE HIM BACK HIS PROPERTY 
and he wouki sign articles of separation. The 
property, she said, was conveyed to her, owing 
to an accident which happened one 
day when her husband ran over a_ boy 
while driving to market. The property was 
finally conveyed back to her husband through the 
intercession of Mr. Blohm, who said her husband 
owed him $1,000, and it was hurting his credit to 
have his money in his wife’s name, Previous to 
that Mr. Blohm did not visit the house very often. 
Once she went to her mother, who advised her to 
remain with her husband. She went home. 
and on the way bought morphine, which 
she took, as she had made up _ her 
mind that she could not stand his abuse any 
longer. The poison only made her sick, and en- 
raged at her husband’s indifference, she took 
some Paris green. That was in August two or 
three years before they went to Enrope. After 
they had been married six months and down to 
the time they separated there was not a single day 
during which her husband treated her kindly.

The Markets, 


FORENOON SESSIOX. 


The week ended on an extremely unsettled 
market for wheat andcorn. The weather was 
not as favorable as it has been, clouding up here 
tuwards noon, and reports from other points, west 
and northwest showing threatening weather, 
while in Chicago it was snowing. There was no 
encouragement in cables forthe bull side, both 
wheat and corn being reported as dull and 
weaker. Theincrease inthe stocks of wheat at 
five Western markets was over three-quarters 
of a million bushels, but seaboard ports showed a 
slight decrease. During next week lighter re- 
ceipts are expected. A very weak and bearish 
feeling seemed to prevail everywhere in wheat, 
with a decline in price following. Large lines of 
long wheat were sold out by buil houses in Chi- 
cago, among this being a heayy amount by Lester 
& Co. on New York account. An operator, just 
returned from Chicago, sums up the’ situation 
there as follows: “The Chicago crowd is awful 
bearish on wheat: they don’t see any good 
in it at all. They have een 
Waiting for Wiggins’. storm to come along, 
and put up the market so they ean sell on it. But 
corn has a great many friends andit is strong. 
You see that while the stocks are piling up now 
and the visible is increasing steadily, there is no 
corn cribbed in the country, and by-and-by you 
will seathat visible melting away. The count 
is not holding its corn for May shipment, but {6 
sending it in now.” In the home market there 
was a noticeable pressure shown to sell May 
wheat during the early hours, and so urgent was 
this that prices weakened pretty steadily, 
corn following in the decline mainly through sym- 
pathy. while oats on the contrary were strong and 
advancing under a sharp demand, April goin

THE question whether the English sparrow 
is an insectivorous bird and entitled as such 
to the protection of the law, is mooted, and 
bids fair to remain in that condition as long 
as the question, ‘‘Will lager beer intoxi- 
cate?” A bill to outlaw the English sparrow 
is now dividing the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture into two hostile factions, and the Farm- 
ers’ Associations of Pennsylvania have 
already declared against the British bird. 
They offer two cents and a half for each 
sparrow scalp. promise protection to the 
Slayers, and defy the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals to prove him 
an insectivorous bird. On the contrary they 
will undertake to prove that, while he drives 
away all the insectivorous birds, he is him- 
self an epicure and a grain thief of the 
worst description. 


OvuT of 140 members of the New York Leg- 
islature there are said to be ten who pay 
their fare on the railroads, while the rest 
are handicapped in their attempts at ruil- 
road legislation by the fact that they are 
under obligations to the railroad companies 
for passes.. To remedy this a bill has been 
introduced making it an offense fora rail- 
road company to give a pass to anybody, 
which is, of course, sheer nonsense. There 
are hundreds of people to whom a railroad 
can honestly offer passes; it may want to 
secure heavy shipments of freight or new 
business establishments along its line, 
or get special classes of passengers, 
and in issuing passes for this purpose it is 
doing a legitimate business, But under the 
new law it could issuea pass to no one. If 
the New York Legislature were at all sin- 
cere it would make it an offense for any pub- 
lic official to accept a pass and use it, but we 
are very certain that the Legislature will not 
do anything so sensible. 

In Nodaway county yesterday a young 
man got three years anda half in the peni- 
tentiary for misleading a girl of fourteen 
under a promise of marriage. The jury that 
fixed the punishment in this case was in- 
clined to be a little too merciful. A Penn- 
sylvania court the other day took a juster 
view of this infamous crime, when for the 
same offense it gave a young man ten years 
and a half in the penitentiary. The result 
of that tria) illustrated the wisdom of severi- 
ty in such cases. If the sentence had been a 
mild one, the case would have gone on record 
as one in which a confiding young lady of 
irreproachable character had been wantonly 
betrayed, and had virtuously refused to save 
her betrayer from the penitentiary by con- 
senting in court to a tardy fulfillment of his 
broken promise of marriage. But a ten-year 
sentence caused two or three other young 
men to brave the disgrace of coming forward 
with testimony and with letters in her own 
handwriting proving that the young lady 
had long been a very immoral person. These 
revelations were followed by an attempt on 
her part to commit suicide and by the order- 
ing of a new trial for the young man.

The checks 
were never sent to the clearing house. The 


Correspondence of the Third National arriving 
by mail or otherwise was opened and laid on 
Owen's desk so that he had full control over all of 
it. Owen has only shown as yet of the $189,000 
actually stolen from the bank that about $20,000 
went in speculations on ’Change; $8,000 in 
losses through the butter and cheese business and 
about $15,000 in Kite paper with which operations 
Mr. C. E. Blocke, of Owen & Co., has been con- 
nected.

SPAUHITCHEE’S CUNNING. 


His Band on a Marauding Expedition in 
the Reservations. 


John F. Brown,a Seminole and a merchant 
from the Indian Territory, was met this morning 
at the Planter’s House, Mr, Brown isa very in- 
telligent gentleman, and is perfectly familiar with 
the recent troubles in the Creek tribe. He said 


an entirely new face had been put on matters by 
the recent action of Spaunitchee and his followers, 
immediately after the threatened skirmish be- 
tween Spauhitchee’s warriors and the Creek Goy- 
ernment forces the Creek Agent persuaded both 
parties to come to a compromise of the difficul- 
ties. Spauhitchee gave his solemn 
promise to the ent that he 
and his men would disband and retire to their 
homes, and he would appoint five men to confer 
with five other men from the other side and de- 
termine upon an amicable settlement of the 
whole matter. On the strength of this promise 
and on the apparent dispersion of Spauhitchee’s 
band, he was allowed draw his full share 
of the orphan fund. ‘This. movement of Spau- 
hitehee turned out to be a ruse, for no sooner had 
he obtained his part of the fund than he collected 
his men and left the Creek reservation for the 


West. The band is now sup 
among the Kickapoos, and r. Brown 
said that. as summer was approaching 


and the band was composed of the most desper- 
ate characters, the strongest apprehensions were 
felt that Spauhitchee intended to make maurad- 
ing raids into the surrounding reservations, but 
in anticipation of this instructions been is- 
sued to all agents to refuse the band any harbor 
or provisions, and if these instructions are carried 
out it is believed that Spauhitchee will be 
forced to return to his reservation.

tradition as a Roman Jew, a man 
of eminent spiritual character; _ (2) 
Philip, the same person who, after 


the death of Stephen, became an evangelist 
(Acts viii: 5), baptized the Chamberlain of 
Queen Candace (Acts viii: 36), and is also 
mentioned in Acts xxi: 8; (3) Prochorus, 
Nicanor, Timon, and Paremnas, of whom 
nothing further is known, their names not 
again appearing in the New Testament. 
Like thousands of God’s true workers, their 
consecration and service are hidden from 
the eyes of men, to be revealed at the day of 
judgment. (4) Nicolas, a proselyte of An- 
tioch, a pagan convert to the Christian faith, 
perhaps by first being a Jew, whom con- 
jecture, without any good reason, has made 
the founder of the sect mentioned in Rev. 
ii: 6 His birthplace, Antioch, in Syria, 
on the river Orontes, is mentioned in 
Acts. xi: 19, 20 29, xw: 22, 35; Gal. ii: 11. 
We cannot determine what proportion of 
these seven was Hellenist and what Hebrew. 
Their Greek names decide nothing. Prob- 
ably they were chosen from both parties. 
Do these seven correspond to our deacons? 
The writer of the Acts, Luke, does not call 
them diakonoi—deacons. In Acts xxi:8 
they are called simply “the Seven.” ‘The 
general opinion,”’ says Hackett, ‘‘at present 
is that this order (of deacons) arose from the 
institution of Seven, but by a gradual ex- 
tension of the sphere of duty at first assign- 
ed to them.” 


‘The Seven” were now penne 
to the apostles as the choice of 
the church, and, having prayed, 


the apostles “laid their hands upon them.’’ 
The imposition of hands in appointing per- 
sons to office (see Numbers xxvii: 18), was a 
symbol of the divine we yee of the 
needed gifts and graces, In the same way 
persons were set apart to the ministerial 
office. (Acts xiii: 3; L. Tim. v: 22; Heb. vi: 
2.) In this act the special gifts of the Holy 
Spirit were sometimes imparted. (Acts viii: 
17.) 

The appointment of the Seven restored 
harmony to the chureh; the aposties now 
labored without interruption, and glorious, 
indeed, were the results. “The Word of 
God increased,” that is, “spread and 
strengthened itself as. a system of be- 
lief, widened its sphere of influence and 
inade rapid progress.”” This was evidenced 
by two things: First, ‘the number of the dis- 
ciples multiplied in Jerusalem exceedingly,” 
and second, “a great company of the priests 
were obedient to the faitn.’’ The class most 
hostile to the new faith, naturally most 
opposed to the spread of the faith-system, 
the gospel, now in multitudes became ‘‘obe- 
dient.”” For thesbelieving reception of the 
gospel is an act of the highest obedience. 
(John vi:29; Rom. i:5, xvi:20.) This was the 
| crowning triumph of the gospei,which, up to 
‘this time, had won ho converts from the

PEARLS, 
> . . 
Where the Iridescent Gems are Found 
and by Whom. 


From the Washington Post. 


Professor William H. Dall delivered the 
regular Saturday afternoon lecture at the 
National Museum yesterday. His subject 
was ‘Pearls and Pear! Fisheries.’”’ The iec- 
ture-room was well filled. The lecture be- 

an with some state.sents regarding the 
ormation of pearl. The peculiar iridescent 
color of pearls,he said, is due to fine lines up- 
on the surface of the pearls. which lines de- 
compose the light as do drops of water in 
forming the rainbow. The value of pearls 
was recognized by the ancients, and was one 
of the causes of the invasion of Britain by 
the ancient Romans. But about one pearl 
musselin a thousand contains a pearl of 
sufficient size to be valuable. Some ver 
valuable pearls have been found in this 
country, butasarule the labor required is 
so great that no considerable profit is at- 
tached to the search forthem. The pearl 
is formed by a secretion of some foreign sub- 
stance in the body of the mussel which 
sometimes works out and attaches itself to 
the side of the shell, and is covered by layers 
of lime until it forms the regular shape and 
taxes on the pearly feature. The method of 
taking{the pear! is to late the mussels from the 
water and by prying open the shell a short 
distance examine for the pearl. Where none 
is found the mussel is returned to the water, 
or where the size is too smail the same 
course should be followed. Attempts have 
been made for many years to cause artificial 
eoage yey of pearls by fresh water mussels, 

ut it has been found more expensive than 
the value of the products. 

More recentiy the shells of the mussels 
have been utilized in making ornaments, 
having much of the iridescent appearance 
of the pear! itself. 

Most of the pear! fisheries of value at the 

resent time are tn Great Britain and in the 

ast and West Indies. Pearls are also ob- 
tained from a certain grade of oysters found 
in the far East, but only one in a great num- 
ber is found to contain pearis of sufficicnt 
size to prove valuable.

‘They usually re- 
main under water about eighty seconds at a 
time. Their pay is one-fourth of the oysters 
and pearis which they get, the other three- 
fourths going to the Government. ‘The div- 
ers are usually short-lived, as the work js 
very severe. Most of these pear! fisheries 
arein Ceylon. They are. greatly crowded 
during the fishing season. 

The official reports of the importation of 
pearls and ae shells intq various countries 
show that the pearl shelis taken in Ceylon 
are probably as valuable as tne pearls them- 
selves. Among the Orientals pewder of 
pearls is held to be very valuable for medi- 
cal purposes. The pearl fisheries of the 
west coast of America are on the coasts of 
California and Peru. ‘They are found to be 
of little value, however, as but one shell ina 
thousand has pearls. There are also pearl 
fisheries in the Caribpean Sea, where are ob- 
tained the shells from which the pearl but- 
tons of commerce are made. The shells are 
vorth about $225 per ton.
